Washington.— The coal Induatry— 
rital to winning the war— will pasa- 
luder rigid govenunent control on 
April 1. 

In a proclamation President Wilson 
ordered the licensing with exceptions 
ot all producera, Jobbera and dealers 
In coal and coke. 

At the same time the fuel adminis- 
tration issued draatio regulations re- 
ducing to a fixed limit the profits of 
middlemen, lobbera, selling and pur 
chasing agenU. 

Selling agenta for anthracite per 
forming no aarvice whatever were rut 
off without any profit at ail; those re 
•creenlng the coal were allowed five 
eenta a ton for thi* **rvlce. This rule. 
It waa explained, will aatomatlcally 
SUmlnate thia class of middlemen. 

Phrchaaing agents who buy tor an 
other without becoming the owner ot 
the ooal may charge It canU a ton 
tor bltomlnoo*, 20 cenU tor anthractu 
tor delivery east of Buffalo and SO 
oanta weet of Buffalo^ with aa addi- 
tional i eenta par ton In each case 
tor. rcacreenlng at porta.

Under the hi'.l reorKain,iinn the 
Hoaril of llealiii, liowliiit; lireen will 
lose till' ha, t.Tiiil, 11:11 al laboratory, 
whicli proh.ihly will be moved to the 
College of A»;ij''ullure at l.exlnKtun, 
which is not eiiu'ppeil for that work, 
ibouKh the hill proMili's that all labor- 
atory work is to be ilniu' there and 

allows the culleKO $ls,i a y.'ar in 

fees The luln'rciilosis and hotel in- 
spection Inirca'.is. whiih are |)Ut uiulcr 
the lliiaril of lliallii. are now located 
In Frankfort, while ilie so.rciary ot 
the r>oard of lleulth and tho llureau 
Of Vital sutistlcs are at BowUnK 
Green. 

Inspections under the pure food and 
drug act, also now made part ot tbe 
board's activities, are made at Lex 
ington, whore they will continue. 

One opinion current among legisla 
tora Is that the question of location 
may be left to the new board, which 
is expected to plan for bringing all 
tbe business together. 

About 6,500 feet of floor space will 
be required for housing the combined 
bureaus of the board, and speelflc in- 
quiries were madb about the available 
supply of stenographic help In cities 
competing for tbe locations. Tbe 
Krankfort Chamber of Commerce bad 
an architect take meuurementa in the 
unused portions of tbe old Capitol Ex 
ecutlve building and mansion, and will 
file with tho committee a report abow- 
Ing that there are 12,000 unused feet 
available here and that stenographic 
help Is plentiful. 

Live Stock Meaaure. 

The Senate passed tbe bill virtually 
recreating tbe Bute Live Stock Sani- 
Ury Board and appropriating |M.l9t 
for carrying on its work. This money 
is to be used by tbe board la G»ope^ 
sting with tbe Fedtral government 
agents bi establlabing quarantines 
when necessary, eradicating coramuni 
cable diseases among live etock and 
toking other precautions to protect 
and promote tbe live stock interests 

Under tbe provisions of tbe bill the 
county fiscal court will have authority 
to appoint a live slock Inspector to be 
approved by tbe state board. It makes 
Commissioner of Acrlculture Matt 8. 
Cohen chairman of tbe board and pro- 
vides for an additional $1,600 salary 
for his duties in connection witb the 
chairmansbip. It also provides tor an 
increase In the salary of tbe sUU 
veterinary from $3,000 to $1,000 a xaar. 
The Republican members voted almost 
solidly against tbe propoaod Ineroasaa 
for Commissioner Cohen and tbe 
sute veterinarian. 

The Houso approved an appropria- 
tion $15,000 for mora clerical bolp la 
the sute audltor'a ofltee. 

The "Wide nro" bill waa dafaated 
In Its present tbrm, bat after soma dla> 
cusslon waa reoommilted. 

A bill known as tbe Road Commis- 
sion bin was passed. This Mil re- 
quires the state road commissioner to 
fig s stsndard of maintenance for 
stateaid roads and requlree counties 
through which they pass to maintain 
same at the required standard. A fur- 
thtr provision resds that in the event 
that the count ioH fall to do this tho 
funds msy be withheld or converted 
to the purpose of bringing the roai! 
up to the rer^uired standard. 

Money For Reformatory.
